Cuban  detainees  riot;  hold  20  hostages  5*iKve!!™!“w™^0N 


OAKDALE,  La.  (AP)  —  Cuban  prisoners  who  rioted  after  they  found  out 
they  might  be  sent  back  to  Cuba  held  more  than  20  hostages  in  a  smoldering 
federal  detention  center  Sunday  and  demanded  that  they  not  be  deported, 
authorities  said. 

The  center  was  surrounded  by  hundreds  of  law  officers  after  the  riot  left  23 
people  injured  Saturday  night. 

“They’re  still  asking  the  same  thing  —  they  don’t  want  to  go  back  to  Cuba 
and  they’d  like  not  to  be  prosecuted  for  what  they’re  doing,”  said  Luenette 
Johnson,  a  spokeswoman  for  the  center  run  by  the  Bureau  of  Prisons  and  the 
Immigration  and  Naturalization  Service. 

Meanwhile,  17  Cuban  inmates  in  Laredo,  Texas,  escaped  from  a  medium-se¬ 
curity  detention  facility  early  Sunday  by  climbing  through  a  steel  roof  grating. 
Authorities  recaptured  all  but  three  of  the  escapees  within  hours. 

An  armored  car  and  busloads  of  officers  in  riot  gear  helped  ring  the  48-acre 
Federal  Detention  Center  outside  Oakdale,  a  town  of  7,000  in  rural  south-cen¬ 
tral  Louisiana. 

FBI  negotiating  teams  were  sent  to  the  site,  said  U.S.  Rep.  Clyde  Hol¬ 
loway,  R-La. 

The  Cubans  seized  28  guards  and  staff  members  but  released  a  few  who 
complained  of  medical  problems,  said  J.R.  Johnson,  warden  of  the  complex 
built  in  1985  as  a  minimum-security  holding  center  for  illegal  aliens. 


Iran  claims  it  fired  at  U.S.  helicopters 


NICOSIA,  Cyprus  (AP)  —  Iran’s  navy  commander  claimed  Sunday  his 
forces  fired  on  four  U.S.  helicopters  that  tried  to  stop  a  gunboat  from  inter¬ 
cepting  a  Greek  freighter  in  the  northern  Persian  Gulf. 

U.S.  Navy  officials  in  the  gulf  denied  the  attack.  But  shipping  executives, 
speaking  on  condition  of  anonymity,  said  an  Iranian  gunboat  fired  on  the 
29,108-ton  Greek  vessel  Jimilta  and  searched  it  for  suspected  Iraqi-bound 
cargo.  No  damage  or  casualties  were  reported. 

Iran’s  official  Islamic  Republic  News  Agency,  monitored  in  Nicosia,  claimed 
the  U.S.  helicopters  “dispersed”  after  the  shooting  Saturday.  It  did  not  say  if 
any  were  hit. 

Shipping  sources  said  meanwhile  that  the  Iranians  attacked  another  Greek- 
flagged  vessel  Sunday  in  retaliation  for  Iraqi  bombing  runs  on  Iranian  tankers. 
Iraq  announced  its  latest  unconfirmed  attack  Saturday  night. 

An  Iranian  gunboat  attacked  the  63,953-ton  tanker  Andromeda  in  the 
southern  gulf  early  Sunday. 


Space  shuttle  on  tight  launch  schedule 


CAPE  CANAVERAL,  Fla.  (AP)  —  Manufacturing  delays  and  testing- 
problems  have  slowed  delivery  of  hardware  for  space  shuttle  Discovery,  and 
some  engineers  say  NASA  could  miss  its  scheduled  June  2  launch  date  hy 
several  months. 

The  biggest  bottlenecks  could  be  the  delivery  of  the  primary  propulsion 
units  —  the  three  large  main  liquid-fuel  engines  and  the  segments  of  the  solid 
fuel  booster  rockets. 

“Given  those  current  delivery  dates  are  met,  and  given  that  we  do  our  job 
the  way  we  expect  to  do  it,  the  June  (2)  launch  is  still  makeable,”  said  Bob 
Sieck,  shuttle  launch  director  at  the  Kennedy  Space  Center  here. 

The  booster  rocket  segments,  which  originally  were  due  from  the  Morton 
Thiokol  plant  in  Utah  in  December,  are  to  reach  here  a  month  late,  and  four 
weeks  has  been  allotted  to  assemble  them.  The  main  engines  have  fallen 
behind  in  testing  at  a  site  near  Bay  St.  Louis,  Miss.,  and  they  are  not  expected 
here  until  late  December  and  early  J anuary ,  a  couple  of  weeks  late. 

John  Thomas,  manager  of  the  booster  redesign  team  said  the  booster  delay 
was  due  to  “manufacturing-type  difficulties  that  we  ran  into  on  the  nozzle.” 


The  47th  annual  National  Bible 
Week  will  be  observed  Nov.  22-29  un¬ 
der  the  direction  of  the  Laymen’s  Na¬ 
tional  Bible  Committee. 

“We  support  the  Bible  Committee 
in  its  efforts  to  promote  reading  and 
understanding  of  the  holy  scrip¬ 
tures,"  said  a  news  release  from  the 
'  First  Presidency  of  The  Church  of  Je¬ 
sus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints. 

According  to  church  spokesman 
Don  Russell,  the  Bible  Week  is  to 
show  appreciation  for  the  Bible  and  to 
encourage  all  Christians  to  read  the 
book. 

Russell  said  the  LDS  Church  is  not 
involved  in  any  type  of  activities  but 
they  are  recognizing  it  as  an  impor¬ 
tant  week. 

According  to  Paul  Schneiter,  direc¬ 
tor  of  Utah  Valley  public  communica¬ 
tion  counsel,  there  may  be  two  rea¬ 
sons  why  the  LDS  Church  is  not 
involved  in  the  National  Bible  Week. 

First  they  (the  LDS  Church)  “try 
to  give  attention  to  the  Bible  year- 
round.  And  second,  we  do  have  other 
scriptures,”  said  Schneiter. 

According  to  a  member  of  the 
Christian  Science  Church,  the  church 
will  have  a  Bible  display  in  their  read¬ 
ing  room. 

Schneiter  said  that  many  of  the 
other  churches  in  the  area  “depend 
heavily  on  the  Bible;  it’s  their  center 
focal  point.” 

The  Bible  is  a  sacred  library  that 
bears  withness  to  the  divinity  of  Jesus 
Christ,  tells  of  His  life  and  teachings, 
and  of  prophets  and  people  who  fol¬ 
lowed  Him,"  said  The  First  Presi¬ 
dency,  in  the  news  release. 

“We  encourage  people  throughout 
a  troubled  world  to  read  and  re-read 
the  divinely  revealed  scriptures,  to 
ponder  them,  learn  from  them,  and 
incorporate  the  teachings  of  the  Sav¬ 
ior  into  their  lives,”  said  the  First 
Presidency.

Transient  stabs  five  Texas  worshipers  says  Wright 


FORT  WORTH,  Texas  (AP)  —  A  homeless  man  panhandling  for  money 
went  “berserk”  and  stabbed  at  least  five  worshipers  who  tried  to  stop  him  from 
approaching  a  priest  during  a  Sunday  morning  Mass,  before  he  himself  was 
critically  wounded  with  his  own  knife. 

Police  Capt.  Jerry  Blaisdell  said  attempted  murder  charges  were  being- 
prepared  against  a  28-year-old  transient  who  was  stabbed  three  times,  once  in 
the  heart,  as  churchgoers  wrestled  with  him  near  an  exit  at  St.  Patrick’s 
Catholic  Church  in  downtown  Fort  Worth. 

It  was  uncertain  how  the  man  suffered  the  wounds,  Blaisdell  said.  The  man’s 
name  would  not  be  released  until  formal  charges  were  filed,  police  said. 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  House

Poll  shows  possible  re-election  for  Hatch 


SALT  LAKE  CITY  (AP)  —  Sen.  Orrin  Hatch,  R-Utah,  leads  the  only 
Democrat  thinking  about  challenging  him  in  1988  by  46  points,  and  most 
Utahns  think  the  junior  senator  deserves  re-election,  a  poll  shows. 

A  Deseret  News-KSL-TV  poll  published  Sunday  shows  Hatch  leading  state 
Democratic  Party  Chairman  Randy  Horiuchi  66  percent  to  20  percent.  And 
when  asked  whether  Hatch’s  performance  as  a  senator  merits  re-election,  54 
percent  of  604  residents  surveyed  say  yes. 

Armed  with  such  statistics  and  $1  million  in  early  campaign  contributions, 
Hatch  advisers  have  few  worries,  although  there  is  one  nagging  concern. 

“For  one  thing,  I’d  like  to  know  who  we’re  going  to  run  against,”  said 
campaign  manager  Bud  Scruggs. 

Scott  Matheson  Jr.,  an  attorney  and  son  of  popular  former  Gov.  Scott 
Matheson,  withdrew  his  name  from  consideration  last  week,  and  the  only 
other  Democrat  seriously  considering  the  race  is  Horiuchi. 

Hatch’s  lead  over  Horiuchi  does  not  surprise  Scruggs,  but  he  believes  the 
most  telling  poll  statistics  are  the  “naked  re-elect”  numbers  —  the  54  percent 
who  favor  Hatch’s  re-election.

Later  Friday,  the  president  signed 
an  order  putting  $23  billion  in  auto¬ 
matic  federal  spending  cuts  under  the 
Gramm-Rudman  law  into  effect.  But 
if  the  negotiated  pact  becomes  law, 
the  Gramm-Rudman  cutbacks  will  be 
largely  negated. 

Wright,  D-Texas,  appearing  on 
NBC-TV’s  “Meet  the  Press,”  said  he 
expects  to  gather  enough  Democratic 
support  for  the  negotiated  budget¬ 
cutting  plan,  but  said  it  has  to  have 
Republican  backing  to  win  in  Con¬ 
gress. 

“It  will  have  to  have  votes  on  both 
sides  of  the  aisle,”  Wright  said,  “We 
probably  cannot  pass  it  all  by 
ourselves.  I  believe  I  can  produce  a 
majority,  or  will  produce  a  majority  of 
Democratic  votes  for  it  in  the  House. 
But  it  is  going  to  have  to  have  some 
support  on  the  Republican  side  as 
well.” 

If  the  president  and  his  fellow  Re¬ 
publicans  support  the  plan,  the  House 
speaker  said,  the  pact  would  pass. 
“That  is  my  judgment,”  Wright  said. 

Sen.  Phil  Gramm,  R-Texas,  ap¬ 
pearing  on  CBS-TV’s  “Face  the  Na¬ 
tion,”  said  he  is  not  pleased  with  the 
negotiated  package  but  believes  it 
will  win  Senate  approval. 


Shultz  and  Soviets 
to  prepare  treaty

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MOSCOW  (AP)  —  Secretary  of 
State  George  P.  Shultz  and  Soviet 
Foreign  Minister  Eduard  A.  She¬ 
vardnadze  face  much  hard  work  in 
Geneva,  but  a  nuclear  arms  treaty 
will  be  ready  for  next  month’s  sum¬ 
mit,  Pravda  said  Sunday. 

The  two  men  begin  two  days  of 
talks  Monday  to  work  out  final  details 
of  an  accord  banning  medium-  and 
shorter-range  nuclear  missiles  that  is 
to  be  signed  by  President  Reagan  and 
Soviet  leader  Mikhail  S.  Gorbachev  in 
Washington. 

Arriving  Sunday  in  Geneva,  She¬ 
vardnadze  expressed  confidence  that 
he  and  Shultz  could  work  out  the  re¬ 
maining  problems  in  spite  of  “certain 
difficult  questions.” 

In  a  brief  airport  statement,  he  said 
he  was  sure  that  Shultz  shared  his 
positive  attitude. 

Two  important  verficiation  issues 
still  have  to  be  settled,  one  dealing 
with  data  on  Soviet  missiles  and  the 
other  with  inspections  at  Soviet  and 
American  facilities  to  guard  against 
cheating. 

Pravda  commentator  Tomas 
Kolesnichenko  accused  America  of 
trying  to  complicate  bargaining  in 
talks  in  Geneva  last  week  involving 
the  superpowers’  top  arms  negotia¬ 
tors,  but  said  intensive  negotiations 
led  to  compromise. 

“A  Soviet- American  agreement  on 
medium-range  missiles  and  opera¬ 
tional-tactical  missiles  will  be  ready 
for  the  meeting  in  Washington.” 
Kolesnichenko  said  in  the  official 
Communist  Party  daily.

“Wh.v  did  I  come  to  BYU?  Well,  I’d  much  rather  be  around  Mormons  in  a 
university  than  non-Mormons,”  says  18-year-old  Ray  Neil  St.  Germain 

Germain,  a  freshman  from  Ontario,  Canada,  first  heard  of  BYU  when  he  and 
his  family  were  baptized  in  1985.  “I  always  get  asked  that  question,”  says 
Mirza  Maria  Hurtado  Monreal,  an  18-year-old  English  student  from  Hermosil- 
lio,  Sonora  Mexico. 

The  reason  I  found  out  about  BYU  was  that  my  cousin  came  here,  and  I 
ha\  e  n  lends  that  studied  here,  and  one  of  their  mothers  gave  my  mom  the 
papers,  and  my  brother  and  I  applied.”

said  lJ-year-old  Pascale  Ryffel.  Ryffel,  a  native  of  Laussanne,  Switzerland 
first  began  studying  m  the  United  States  in  1986  in  Delta,  Utah.  She  was  part 
of  the  Exchange  Student  Program  at  Delta  High  School.

Ryffel,  already  fairly  proficient  in  English,  wants  to  improve  her  grammar 
and  eventually  become  an  executive  secretary.

BYU’s  International  Office,  located  in  the  Multi-Cultural  Office,  is  headed 
by  43-year-old  Enoc  Q.  Flores.  A  former  president  of  the  San  Juan  Puerto  Rico 
Mission,  I  lores  is  responsible  for  the  legal  welfare  and  general  welfare  of 
foreign  students  attending  BYU.  Since  the  semester  began,  he’s  spoken  with 
over  1,400  of  the  1,732  students.

Here  we  eat  a  lot  of  pasta  and  bread,  and  you 
u-r  ^  our  favonte  condiments  in  Mexico,  such  as  garlic,  onions  and  hot 
chilis  Monreal  says.  She  does  admit  to  being  a  fan  of  American  “junk  food.” 
Her  favorites  are  hamburgers,  onion  lings,  and  just  about  everything  else 
found  at  a  fast-food  joint.

“I  miss  my  friends  and  family  in  Hermisillio,”  she  says.  “I  write  my  parents 
three  times  a  week,  and  my  boyfriend  almost  as  much.” 

“For  me  there’s  very  little  culture  shock,”  says  Germain.  “Things  are 
basically  the  same  in  Toronto.  But  for  me  personally,  I’m  overwhelmed  to  have 
so  much  independence  for  the  first  time  in  my  life.  I  have  my  own  car,  I’m  away 
from  home,  and  I  have  this  extreme  freedom  that  I  have  to  use  wisely. 

One  major  difference  between  here  and  Canada  is  the  grading  system.  In 
Canada  every  score  above  50  is  passing.  It  was  a  shock  to  find  out' the  same 
isn  t  tiue  here,  he  said.

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Ling  Yun  Shih,  a  junior  majoring  in  international 
relations,  remembers  the  excitement  of  the  Chinese  New 
Year,  also  known  as  the  Spring  Festival. 

"The  new  year  does  not  begin  at  the  start  of  January,"  she 
explains.  "It  starts  at  a  different  time  each  year,  depending 
on  the  lunar  calendar." 

A  lunar  year  lasts  about  360-370  days.  The  new  year  starts 
around  the  end  of  January  or  early  February.  Although  the 
festivities  last  about  15  days,  Chinese  workers  usually  get 
about  5-7  days  off  of  work  for  the  holiday. 

Families  celebrate  together  and  with  friends,  cooking  food 
and  shooting  fireworks.  The  kids  probably  enjoy  the  new 
year  most. 

At  the  end  of  the  15  days,  special  dumplings  are  eaten  to 
"welcome  in  the  new  year." 

In  northeastern  China  where  it  is  quite  cold,  the 
dumplings  are  put  in  jars  and  frozen  until  the 
welcome-to  -  the-  new-year  dinner.

Sweet  and  Sour  Pork 


Note:  The  Chinese  really  don't  use  measurements.  The 
measurements  below  are  approximations  and  vary 
according  to  taste. 


1  lb.  pork  ribs 

sugar  (about  2  tablespoons) 

salt 

vinegar  (about  1/2  teaspoon) 
ginger  powder  (about  1/4  teaspoon) 
com  starch  (about  1/2  -1  tablespoon) 
soy  sauce  (about  1/2  cup) 
green  onions 
water 

crushed  garlic  clove 


Cut  pork  ribs  and  onions  into  small  pieces.  Set  aside. 


Put  the  remainder  of  the  ingredients  into  a  bowl  and  mix 
together.  Soak  the  pork  and  onions  in  the  mixture  for  1-2 
hours. 


Lightly  deep  fiy  the  marinated  pork  for  about  2  minutes 
in  vegetable  oil. 


Then  boil  the  marinade.  Because  of  the  com  starch,  the 
juice  will  thicken  into  a  sauce.  Cover  the  pork  with  the 
sauce  and  serve  with  white  rice.

They  come  from  different  walks  of 
life,  but  all  their  paths  lead  to  the 
Salvation  Army  sou])  kitchen. 

Most  are  homeless.  All  are  hungry. 

Today,  the  head  cook,  Mohammad 
Mojazza,  is  serving  turkey  patties, 
sausage,  chicken,  pinto  beans,  soup 
and  fruit  salad. 

On  the  table  are  containers  of  Snel- 
grove  ice  cream  and  milk.  Loaves  of 
bread  are  handed  out  at  the  door  as 
they  leave. 

Andy,  19,  says  he  has  never  been  to 
the  soup  kitchen  before.  In  his  de¬ 
signer  glasses,  snakeskin  boots  and  a 
Levi  jacket,  he  doesn’t  look  like  he 
lives  on  the  streets.  But  he  does. 

He  says  he  comes  from  a  wealthy 
family  in  Alaska.  In  the  two  weeks 
since  he  left,  he’s  lost  his  fiancee,  an 
apartment  and  all  of  his  money.  He’s 
looking  for  a  job,  but  says  it’s  hard 
without  a  residence. 

“Yesterday  I  earned  $30  for  donat¬ 
ing  blood.  I  had  to  go  to  three  differ¬ 
ent  places,  and  got  $10  each  time.  I 
never  thought  I  would  be  in  a  soup 
kitchen,  though,”  he  said. 

Larry  looks  more  at  home  at  the 
soup  kitchen,  with  his  long,  tangled 
black  hair  and  beard.  A  self-pro¬ 
claimed  prophet,  he  says  he  isn’t  a 
street  person.  “That’s  a  very  rude  ac¬ 
cusation  for  anyone  to  make,”  he  said. 
He  admits  he  comes  here  “once  in  a 
while,”  but  the  cook  says  he  is  a  regu¬ 
lar. 

A  young  man  sporting  a  punk  hair¬ 
cut,  a  tough  attitude  and  earphones, 
stuffs  sweet  rolls  into  his  backpack 
and  mouth  at  the  same  time;  then 


stands  outside  on  the  porch,  as  if  wait¬ 
ing  for  a  ride  that  never  comes.  Fi¬ 
nally,  he  starts  slowly  down  the  road. 

It’s  a  typical  day.  About  125  people 
were  served.  At  the  end  of  the  month, 
the  need  will  be  greater. 

“Social  Security  will  run  out,  the 
paycheck  will  be  spent,  and  some  peo¬ 
ple  will  be  trying  to  stretch  their  food 
stamps,”  said  Bill  R.  Lane,  Com¬ 
manding  Officer  of  the  Salt  Lake  City 
Salvation  Army. 

Organizations  such  as  the  Salvation 
Army  fight  the  battle  against  hunger 
365  days  of  the  year,  relying  solely  on 
donations.  “We  do  whatever  we  can 
with  whatever  we  receive,”  said  Joe 
Williams,  assistant  superintendent  of 
the  Rescue  Mission  of  Salt  Lake. 

During  the  holidays,  the  response 
is  overwhelming,  according  to 
Williams.  Food  drives  held  by 
schools,  churches  and  clubs  often 
provide  enough  food  to  last  far  into 
the  new  year. 

“Last  year  we  had  about  130 
turkeys  donated  to  us.  We  didn’t  use 
them  all  at  Thanksgiving,  but  it  en¬ 
abled  us  to  provide  a  turkey  dinner 
every  Sunday  for  the  the  next  six 
months,”  said  Williams. 

“We  are  lucky  to  operate  in  a  very 
generous  community.  Along  with  pri¬ 
vate  and  church  donations,  we  get  a 
lot  of  support  from  the  business  com¬ 
munity. 

“We  receive  a  lot  of  pastries  from 
places  like  Wonderbread.  Grocery 
stores  like  Farmer  Jack  and  Smith’s 
are  regular  contributors  as  well,”  said 
Lane. 

“I  am  continually  amazed  by  the 
material  wealth  of  this  country,”  said 
Shirley  Carnell,  director  of  ladies’  ac¬ 


tivities  at  the  Rescue  Mission  of  Salt 
Lake. 

“Sometimes  we  receive  clothes 
right  off  the  rack  from  department 
stores.  Grocery  stores  give  us  pro¬ 
duce  that  is  unable  to  be  sold  and  dam¬ 
aged  goods.  We  put  it  all  to  good  use,” 
she  said. 

However,  Carnell  said  that  holiday 
donations  are  not  enough.  The  fight 
against  hunger  continues  throughout 
the  year. 

And  the  problem  is  constantly 
growing.  “I  don’t  see  any  end  to  the 
flow.  In  fact,  it  will  probably  get 
worse.  I  see  more  and  more  women 
and  children  on  the  streets.  They  are 
trapped,  with  no  means  to  go  fur¬ 
ther,”  said  Lane. 

More  help  is  needed  on  a  more  con¬ 
sistent  basis.  “These  people  are  not 
stupid.  They  can  tell  if  you  really  care 
about  them.  You  don’t  really  love 
someone  if  you  only  feed  them  once  a 
year,”  said  Carnell. 

“A  lot  of  people  think  that  they  will 
go  to  heaven  if  they  do  more  good 
deeds  than  bad.  So  once  a  year  they 
want  to  feed  the  hungry.  But  the  rest 


of  the  year,  the  needy  are  often  ne¬ 
glected,”  Carnell  said. 

Lane  said  that  his  organization  has 
been  asked  to  visit  the  Veteran’s  Hos¬ 
pital  after  the  Christmas  holiday.  “A 
lot  of  people  come  prior  to  Christmas, 
but  after  the  holiday,  the  guys  are  left 
up  there  and  no  one  comes  to  see  them 
anymore.” 

Siobhan  Feeney,  house  mother  of 
the  Rescue  Haven,  a  new  emergency 
housing-center  for  women,  says  that 
not  only  material  donations  are 
needed.  People  need  to  give  of  them¬ 
selves  and  their  time. 

“All  of  the  rooms  in  this  beautiful 
house  were  donated  by  churches  in 
the  area.  Their  contributions  are 
greatly  appreciated.  But  there  are  a 
lot  of  people  in  those  congregations,” 
she  said.  “I  keep  wondering  where  all 
the  volunteers  are.  I  need  help.  I  can’t 
do  it  all  by  myself.” 

“What  I  am  seeing  is  blowing  me 
away.  The  need  is  incredible.  But  I 
have  seen  people’s  lives  change 
through  the  work  we  are  doing,  and 
that’s  what  makes  it  worthwhile,” 
said  Feeney.

Canada  you’d  say  you  were  writing  a 
test  instead  of  taking  a  test  and  back 
home  we  receive  marks,  not  grades.” 

“Being  a  freshman  is  scary,”  says 
Germain.  “I  feel  that  everything  I’m 
doing  will  determine  my  future  and 
that  overwhelms  me. 

“To  relax  and  build  up  my  confi¬ 
dence  I  lift  weights.  That’s  something 
I  really  enjoy  doing.  I  spend  an  hour 
and  a  half  at  the  gym.” 

Am  I  into  BYU  team  sports?  “Not 
really.  I  listened  to  one  of  the  football 
games  on  the  radio  and  it  was  OK.” 

“I  come  from  a  large  city,”  says 
Kido,  “and  to  me  Provo  is  really 
small,  like  a  college  town.”  He  feels 
the  people  are  more  friendly  and  less 
competitive  than  the  Japanese.  “The 
girls  are  different  here;  they’re  more 
outgoing.  Japanese  girls  are  more 
quiet.” 

A  hobby  he  has  acquired  only  re- 
jpentlyjs  collecting  soda  pop  cans  from 
the  United  States.  He  has  about  30 
stacked  up  in  his  room  at  Deseret 
Towers. 

“I  enjoy  football,”  says  Kido.  “I’ve 
been  to  two  games.  I  also  enjoy  bas¬ 
ketball.  There  are  some  sports  I  miss 
from  Japan.  I  enjoy  sumo  wrestling. 
Not  as  a  participant,”  he  adds  with  a 
smile.  He’s  also  acquired  a  taste  for 
Mexican  food,  something  they  don’t 
eat  in  Japan. 

One  food  he  does  miss  quite  a  bit  is 
sushi. 

Being  in  America  has  given  Kido 
the  chance  to  enjoy  outdoor  activities 
such  as  climbing  and  camping.  “Those 
are  things  we  can’t  do  so  much  of  in 
Japan  because  of  the  large  popula¬ 
tion,”  he  says. 

Kido,  baptized  in  1980,  served  in 
the  Tokyo  North  Mission  from  1984- 
1986. 

“In  Switzerland,  everything  is  very 
organized  and  planned  to  every  de¬ 
tail,”  says  Ryffel.  “Here  in  Utah,  lots 
of  things  are  done  more  at  the  spur  of 
the  moment.”  She  feels  the  atmo¬ 
sphere  here  is  more  relaxed. 

“I  really  think  the  people  are  very 
friendly.  They’re  pleased  to  see  peo¬ 
ple  from  other  countries  and  like  to 
ask  questions  about  Switzerland.” 

She  enjoys  all  her  classes,  which 
include  math,  English  and  American 
heritage.  “We  just  finished  reading 
‘Pride  and  Prejudice,’  and  I  thought 
that  was  a  great  book.” 


Like  Kido,  Ryffel  has  developed  a 
taste  for  Mexican  food,  which  is 
rarely  eaten  in  Switzerland. 

She  has  a  gripe  about  the  cheese  in 
America.  “I  miss  the  real  genuine 
Swiss  cheese  that  we  have  back 
home,”  she  says.  She  adds  that  the 
Swiss  cheese  sold  here  isn’t  the  real 
thing. 

“Before  I  came  to  Utah,  my  parents 
made  all  the  decisions  in  my  life,”  she 
says.  “Now,  all  of  that  has  changed.  I 
make  almost  all  of  the  decisions,  and 
yes,  sometimes  I  feel  pressure.  Be¬ 
fore,  when  I  had  a  problem,  I  went  to 
my  parents.  Now,  I  handle  the  major¬ 
ity  of  my  problems.” 

Ryffel  enjoys  BYU  sports.  “I  enjoy 
the  football  games,  she  says.  “I’m  lost 
at  times  trying  to  understand,  but  my 
friends  help  me  along.  I  enjoy  the 
cheering  and  screaming.” 

In  December,  Kido  and  Ryffel  will 
finish  their  schooling  at  BYU.  Kido 
has  applied  for  graduate  school  at  the 
University  of  Utah  to  study  architec¬ 
ture,  and  Ryffel  will  enter  the  job 
market  in  Switzerland.  Monreal  will 
leave  BYU  in  April  and  study  child 
psychology  in  Hermisillio.  Germain 
will  also  leave  in  April  to  prepare  for 
his  mission. 

One  person  seemed  to  summarize 
the  feelings  of  all.  “I  had  a  good  time. 
I  learned  what  it  was  like  to  be  inde¬ 
pendent.”

Last  Thanksgiving  Jim  Chris¬ 
tensen  was  all  alone,  in  a  crowd  of 
relatives,  with  a  turkey  and  a  knife.  It 
was  his  first  solo  flight  to  carve  the 
Thanksgiving  bird. 

“I  had  all  these  cousins  and  rela¬ 
tives  watching,  and  I  sat  there  with 
the  knife  anti  said  'uh-oh,'  ”  said 
Christensen,  a  junior  majoring  in  ad¬ 
vertising  from  Bellevue,  Wash. 

1  raditionally,  Christensen,  his 
wife  and  two  children,  have  Thanks¬ 
giving  at  either  of  their  parents 
homes,  but  last  year  was  their  first 
year  at  home.  “Dad  usually  does  the 
carving,  but  this  was  my  first  time  to 
be  at  home  without  anybody  to  carve 
the  turkey.” 

With  surgical  precision,  the  turkey 
carving  novice  inserted  the  knife  at 
the  breastbone  and  plunged  deep  into 
the  bird.  The  meat  crumbled.  From 
there  things  didn’t  improve,  said 
Christensen.  “The  turkey  was  good, 
but  it  wasn’t  carved  well,”  he  said. 

Sound  familiar? 

This  year  The  Daily  Universe  con¬ 
sulted  local  experts  to  save  novice 
turkey  cookers  and  carvers  from 
Thanksgiving  Day  jitters.  Who  bet¬ 
ter  to  ask  for  cooking  tips  than  local 
butchers. 

Darcy  Allan,  meat  manager  at  Al¬ 
bertson’s,  recommends  cooking  the 
bird  in  a  cooking  bag  to  seal  in  the 
moisture.  He  said  most  turkeys  avail¬ 
able  are  self-basting,  but  to  ensure 
turkey  moistness,  the  cook  might 
want  to  do  a  little  extra  basting. 

Allan  rubs  the  skin  of  the  turkey 
with  some  butter  to  add  flavor.  He 
also  puts  a  small  amount  of  water  in 
the  cooking  bag  to  enhance  the  steam 
process  of  cooking. 

A  12-pound  bird  should  cook  at  350 
degrees  for  31/2  to  4  hours,  said  Allan. 
Although  tender  timers  —  turkey 
thermometers  to  indicate  the  done¬ 
ness  of  the  bird  —  are  usually  reli¬ 
able,  Allan  said  occasionally  one  will

and  advises  the  chef  to  use  a  tempera¬ 
ture  probe.  When  inserted  into  the 
center  of  the  bird  the  probe  should 
read  170  degrees. 

A  small  amount  of  basting  with  wa¬ 
ter  is  recommended  by  Dixon,  but 
most  turkeys  are  self-basted  and  that 
should  suffice.  A  good  cooking  tem¬ 
perature  is  from  275  to  325  degrees. 

If  the  turkey  starts  to  fall  apart 
once  it  is  out  of  the  oven,  it  has  cooked 


be  faulty  and  the  bird  will  be  over¬ 
cooked. 

“The  cook  should  look  at  the  direc¬ 
tions  on  the  package  and  judge  from 
there  how  long  the  turkey  should 
cook.  He  shouldn’t  rely  altogether  on 
the  tender  timer,”  said  Allan. 

Now  that  the  turkey  is  cooked,  it’s 
time  for  the  carving.  Allan  recom¬ 
mends  pulling  off  the  wings  first  and 
then  slicing  down  from  the  breast.  He 
said  the  carver  should  not  attempt  to 
slice  off  one  big  chunk  of  meat,  but 
slice  it  into  serving  sized  proportions 
as  he  goes. 

The  drumsticks  and  wings  should 
just  break  off,  and  it  doesn’t  matter 
whether  the  bird  is  hot  or  cold  when 
carving. 

Dove’s  Happy  Service  meat  man¬ 
ager  Hollis  Dixon  has  other  ideas  on 
the  method  of  cooking  a  turkey.  He 
doesn’t  like  using  a  cooking  bag,  but 
prefers  to  make  an  aluminum  foil 
dome.  Like  Allan,  he  doesn’t  believe 
the  tender  timers  are  that  reliable 


too  long.  The  wings  and  legs  should  be 
removed  first  by  pulling  them  at  the 
knuckles. 

Dixon  said  the  carver,  with  a  sharp 
knife  and  two-pronged  fork,  should 
start  cutting  at  the  center  breast  bone 
and  carve  along  the  bone  lines.  The 
breast  piece  will  be  the  biggest  part  of 
meat. 

If  the  turkey  is  stuffed  with  dress¬ 
ing,  caution  should  be  taken  to  not 
over  pack  the  bird.  The  dressing 
should  be  packed  in  lightly,  said 
Dixon,  so  that  there  will  be  air  for 
baking. 

“I  like  oyster  dressing  in  mine,” 
said  Dixon.  “But  I  don’t  think  many 
people  go  for  that  anymore.” 

Traditionally,  turkeys  are  cooked 
with  the  breast  up,  but  Jerel 
Williams,  meat  manager  at  Food  4- 
less  cooks  his  turkey  with  the  breast 
down.  The  turkey  is  placed  in  a  large, 
soup  pot  and  fills  the  pot  half-way 
with  water. 

Inside  the  turkey  he  places  a  cube 
of  butter  or  margarine.  The  pot  is 
covered  and  placed  in  a  400  degree 
oven  and  the  bird  is  left  to  cook  for 
three  hours. 

At  the  Williams  home,  the  turkey 
carving  takes  place  immediately 
when  the  bird  is  removed  from  the 
oven.  Williams  first  breaks  the  breast 
bone  and  the  meat  falls  off  the  turkey. 
If  the  turkey  is  served  in  slices, 
Williams  will  cut  the  meat  on  an  an¬ 
gle.

County  wants  resignation 


PRICE,  Utah  (AP)  —  The  Ameri¬ 
can  Federation  of  State,  County  and 
Municipal  Employees  is  calling  for  the 
resignation  of  Carbon  County  Sheriff 
after  fielding  complaints  ranging 
from  harassment  to  age  discrimina¬ 
tion.

Constructive  discharge,  Ottley 
said,  refers  to  making  life  so  miser¬ 
able  for  employees  that  they  resign. 

Ottley  said  there  have  been  at  least ' 
14  county  employees,  including  dis¬ 
patchers,  correctional  officers  and 
deputies,  who  have  resigned  this  year 
because  of  complaints  about  working 
conditions. 

Bryner,  who  was  elected  to  the 
post  in  1986,  is  paid  by  the  county, 
and  Ottley  wants  the  County  Com¬ 
mission  to  force  his  resignation.

ENNISKILLEN,  Northern  Ire¬ 
land  (AP)  —  Thousands  of  Catholics 
and  Protestants  joined  with  Prime 
Minister  Margaret  Thatcher  in  En¬ 
niskillen  Sunday  to  complete  the  war 
memorial  service  that  was  devastated 
two  weeks  ago  by  an  IRA  bomb. 

Mrs.  Thatcher,  who  flew  in  unex¬ 
pectedly,  stood  in  the  rain  without  an 
umbrella,  remembering  the  dead  of 
two  world  wars  and  the  11  Protestant 
civilians  who  were  killed  as  they 
waited  for  the  original  memorial  ser¬ 
vice  to  begin  Nov.  8. 

Sunday’s  ceremony  was  organized 
as  an  act  of  solidarity  among  the 
13,000  people  of  this  town  near  the 
border  of  the  Irish  Republic,  and  as  a 
show  of  peaceful  defiance  against 
IRA  violence. 

The  overwhelmingly  Catholic  Irish 
Republican  Army,  fighting  to  rid 
Northern  Ireland  of  British  rule  and 
unite  it  with  the  Irish  Republic,  has 
expressed  regret  at  the  loss  of  civilian 
life. 

It  said  the  radio-controlled  charge 
may  have  been  detonated  prema¬ 
turely  by  the  British  army’s  elec¬ 
tronic  bomb-detection  instruments. 


The  army  has  dismissed  the  claim  as 
baseless. 

The  IRA  is  outlawed  on  both  sides 
of  the  border.  ,  .  . 

Usually,  war  memorials  are  a 
largely  Protestant  affair  in  Northern 
Ireland.  The  Catholic  minority  tends 
to  identify  with  the  Irish  Republic, 
which  was  neutral  in  World  War  II. 

But  Sunday’s  event  took  on  an  ecu¬ 
menical  flavor,  reflecting  the  revul¬ 
sion  felt  throughout  the  island  by 
Catholics  and  Protestants  alike  over 
the  bombing. 

“Out  of  the  rubble  came  the  sign  of 
hope,”  the  Most  Rev.  Robin  Eames, 
primate  of  the  Anglican  Church  of 
Ireland,  said  in  a  sermon  urging 
Northern  Ireland’s  Catholics  and 
Protestants  to  bury  their  feud  and 
unite  against  terrorism. 

Radio  Telefis  Eireann,  the  Irish 
state  broadcasting  service,  televised 
the  two-hour  ceremony  live. 

So  did  the  British  networks. 
Wounded  survivors  of  the  bomb  were 
given  TV  sets  on  which  to  watch  the 
ceremony.  Some  were  in  tears  as  they 
lay  in  their  hospital  beds.  In  all,  63 
people  were  injured  in  the  blast.

“Or  will  we  build  just  another 
road?”  Redford  said. 

After  the  video  presentation,  Red¬ 
ford  addressed  the  public  about  his 
concern  to  preserve  the  multiple  uses 
of  the  canyon.

“What  we  would  like  ...  is  to 
make  sure  that  ...  a  carefully  de¬ 
signed  road  goes  in  that  preserves  all 
aspects.” 

James  Young,  Tourism  and  Eco¬ 
nomic  Impact  representative  for  the 
Provo  Canyon  Committee,  said 
tourism  had  a  very  significant  role  in 
Provo  Canyon. 

“In  1986,  tourism  represented  a  $2 
billion  industry,  making  it  the  single 
largest  industry  in  the  state  and 
brought  in  over  10  million  visitors 
from  out  of  the  state,”  he  said. 

“In  1986,  it’s  estimated  that  over 
$4.9  million  was  spent  in  Utah  County 
(through  tourism),”  said  Young.

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Robert  Redford  was  one  of  many 
featured  speakers  in  a  public  meeting 
Friday  to  help  bring  public  attention 
to  the  possibilities  involved  with  the 
construction  in  Provo  Canyon.

Somehow  my  father  managed  to 
get  a  hold  of  144  turkey  eggs,  12 
pallets  of  12.

Provo  lights  up  Christmas  spirit

Beginning  Monday  night,  the  city 
of  Provo  will  be  filled  with  holiday 
spirit. 

At  6:30  p.m.,  there  will  be  a  Santa 
Claus  parade  downtown  followed  by  a 
nativity  pageant.  Provo  City  Mayor 
Joe  Jenkins  will  then  turn  on  more 
than  80,000  lights  in  the  downtown 
area  as  part  of  the  Sixth  Annual  1987 
Festival  Celebration. 

The  lights,  donated  by  the  Associa¬ 
tion  of  Involved  Merchants  (AIM), 
Provo  City  and  Utah  County  bring 
Christmas  spirit  to  downtown  Provo, 
according  to  Ann  Harris,  spokesper¬ 
son  for  AIM. 

The  Festival  Celebration  runs  from 
the  week  of  Thanksgiving  through 
Christmas  Eve. 

Normally,  it  begins  Thanksgiving 
weekend,  but  this  year  they’re  kick¬ 
ing  it  off  early  since  most  students  go 
home  for  the  holiday,  said  Craig  Call 
of  Provo  Town  Square.  It’s  also  the 
first  year  the  parade  has  been  at 
night,  he  said. 

This  is  the  first  year  various  groups 
from  BYU  will  be  involved  in  the 
Santa  Claus  parade.

California  recognized  for  innovative  fashion 


LOS  ANGELES  (AP)  —  Can  a  city  famed  for  movie 
stars,  palm  trees  and  designer  pizzas  transcend  bicoastal 
snobbery  to  become  a  fashion  style  setter? 

The  answer,  although  hotly  disputed  on  that  other 
coast,  appears  to  be  yes  —  if  you  leave  out  winter.  Fashion 
in  Los  Angeles  does  not  acknowledge  cold  weather. 

The  Southern  California  apparel  business,  once  known 
only  as  the  capital  of  swimsuits,  has  grown  into  a  $9.9 
billion  industry  this  year  on  the  strength  of  work  by 
hordes  of  young  designers. 

“Everybody  likes  to  put  down  California  as  the  young 
offspring  that’s  not  grown  up  yet.  It’s  just  not  true  any¬ 
more,”  said  David  Morse,  one  of  the  owners  of  the  sprawl¬ 
ing  California  Mart,  where  buyers  and  fashion  writers 
descended  en  masse  for  the  preview  of  spring  clothes  from 
about  130  West  Coast  designers. 

The  downtown  complex  opened  in  1964  with  350  occu¬ 
pants.  It  now  houses  1,860  showrooms  representing 
10,000  different  fashion  lines,  Morse  says. 

It  has  3  million  square  feet  of  space  spread  over  13 
floors,  and  plans  call  for  a  new  building  that  will  add 
500,000  square  feet. 

Pati  Miller,  fashion  coordinator  for  the  Mart,  sees  the 
California  fashion  boom  as  symptomatic  of  a  national  shift 
in  lifestyles. 

Although  California  apparel  is  still  heavily  dominated 
by  sportswear,  Ms.  Miller  says  a  new  side  is  emerging. 


Nancy  Heller,  winner  of  the  1987  California  Designer 
Award,  specializes  in  cashmeres  and  leathers,  she  notes. 
Newcomer  Kevan  Hall  turns  out  elegant  evening  dresses. 

Morse  credits  the  Los  Angeles  style  to  a  baby  boom  of 
talented  young  designers. 

“The  annual  growth  of  major  new  designers  has  been 
staggering,”  said  Morse,  who  cited  companies  such  as 
Union  Bay,  Ocean  Pacific  and  Generra  Sportswear  as 
leaders  in  the  field. 

Every  day,  he  suggests,  millionaires  are  being  made  on 
Los  Angeles  Street,  much  as  they  were  decades  ago  on 
New  York’s  Seventh  Avenue. 

But  it  is  easier  here,  he  says.  Smaller  investments  are 
required  and  there  is  a  multiplicity  of  small  contractors  for 
manufacturing. 

The  role  of  migrant  labor  also  has  been  cited  as  a  factor 
in  lower  West  Coast  costs. 

As  an  example,  Morse  tells  of  the  success  story  of  Leon 
Max,  a  Russian  emigre  who  once  designed  costumes  for 
the  Soviet  Union’s  Kirov  Ballet. 

Max  launched  his  Los  Angeles  fashion  house  in  1979, 
evolving  knit  and  linen  sportwear  for  men  and  women. 

“Leon  shot  from  nothing  to  $40  million,”  said  Morse. 

As  for  that  question  about  Los  Angeles’  spot  in  the 
international  fashion  hierarchy,  Morse  predictions  are 
high  saying  the  city  will  one  day  surpass  Paris,  Rome, 
Milan  and  New  York  on  the  glettering  map  of  the  world’s 
fashion  capitals.

She  explained  it’s  hard  for  her  to  understand  the 
difference  because  the  word  love  is  rarely  used  in 
her  own  culture.  “In  Japan  even  married  people 
don’t  often  say, ‘I  love  you’  in  real  life.  It’s  too 
movie-like,”  she  said.  “I  think  when  a  guy  tells  a 
Japanese  girl  he  really  likes  her,  often  she  thinks, 
‘he  loves  me,’  ”  she  said. 

“Of  course  there  are  always  language  problems,” 
said  Watabe.  “To  study  in  English  is  not  that  easy 
for  them.  Just  think  about  if  you  had  to  go  to  Japan 
and  study  everything  in  Japanese.” 

“I  think  one  very  common  mistake  is  that  manv 


non-native  English  speakers,  including  me,  mix  up 
kitchen  and  chicken,”  said  Ueno.  “I  always  say 
‘I’m  cooking  my  kitchen.’  ” 

Another  Japanese  student  said  he  had  a  hard 
time  ordering  a  hamburger  when  he  first  came  to 
the  United  States.  “I  finally  had  to  point  at  the 
picture  for  them  to  understand,”  said  Tatsushige 
Yonaha,  a  senior  from  Okinawa,  Japan,  majoring 
in  accounting.  “Another  time  I  ordered  a  ham¬ 
burger  and  they  brought  me  a  hot  dog.”  He  said 
when  he  first  came,  he  only  knew  some  phrases  he 
had  memorized.  “Often  what  people  said  would  go 
over  my  head,  so  I’d  just  smile,”  he  explained. 

The  language  isn’t  always  the  problem  in  under¬ 
standing,  explained  another  student.  “The  English 
is  no  problem  for  me,  but  class  subjects  are  some¬ 
times  hard  to  understand  because  I  don’t  know  the 
background,”  said  Hisayoshi  Iwamitsu,  a  junior 
studying  journalism.

Jack  unexpectedly  returns  from 
Turkey  and  his  roommates  vent  their 
frustrations  by  leaving  him  com¬ 
pletely  responsible  for  Mary’s  care 
and  enjoying  his  incompetence;  espe¬ 
cially  since  they  are  now  old  pros. 
Here  Jack  gets  his  chance  to  fall  for 
Mary.  One  especially  funny  scene  is 
him  presenting  her  bottle  as  if  it  were 
a  fine  French  wine  with  a  diaper  over 
his  arm. 

For  all  the  funny  scenes  in  this 
movie,  somehow  it  didn’t  seem  to 
flow.  The  heroin  story  seemed  to  be 
just  a  vehicle  to  get  the  baby  to  their 
doorstep  and  create  some  action.  The

WASHINGTON  (AP)  — The  fuzzy 
white  moose  seemed  to  smile,  and  his 
bells  jingled,  as  the  head  of  the  gov¬ 
ernment’s  product  safety  agency  held 
him  up  Tuesday  with  a  warning  that 
such  friendly-looking  toys  pose  hid¬ 
den  dangers  to  the  unwary. 

The  loosely  attached  bells  on  the 
moose  can  easily  come  loose  and 
might  choke  a  child,  Terrence  M. 
Scanlon,  chairman  of  the  Consumer 
Product  Safety  Commission,  noted  at 
his  agency’s  annual  toy  safety  brief¬ 
ing. 

The  moose  was  one  of  millions  of 
toys  kept  out  of  stores  by  federal  offi¬ 
cials,  along  with  a  toy  train  that  had 
300  times  the  legal  amount  of  lead  in 
its  paint  and  a  rattle  with  a  long  han¬ 
dle  that  could  choke  an  infant,  Scan¬ 
lon  said. 

Recalls  covering  some  2.9  million 
children’s  products  —  mostly  toys  — 
were  announced  during  the  1986  fiscal 
year,  Scanlon  said.  In  addition,  he 
said,  2.2  million  unsafe  toys  were 
stopped  at  ports  of  entry  by  commis¬ 
sion  and  Customs  Service  officials. 

But  still,  35  children  died  last  year 
in  accidents  involving  toys  and  more 
than  100,000  were  hurt  seriously 
enough  to  require  hospital  care,  Scan¬ 
lon  said. 

Commissioner  Anne  Graham 
stressed  the  danger  of  three  items  — 
two  of  which  she  noted  are  not  toys  at 
all,  even  though  they  are  often  used 
by  children. 

One  of  the  most  dangerous  is  all- 
terrain  vehicles,  those  popular  three- 
and  four-wheel  motorized  cycles  pop¬ 
ular  for  off-road  use. ' 

Hundreds  of  deaths  and  hundreds 
of  thousands  of  injuries  have  been 
blamed  on  these  machines,  she 
pointed  out. 

The  commission  has  urged  that  the 
vehicles  not  be  sold  to  youngsters  and 
that  smaller  versions  of  the  machines 
intended  for  youths  no  longer  be 
made,  but  consideration  of  a  recall  has 
been  stalled  by  the  Justice  Depart¬ 
ment. 

Second  on  her  danger  list  was  lawn 
darts,  used  to  toss  at  a  large  ring  in  a 
game  similar  to  horseshoes.  Children 
struck  by  them  have  been  injured  and 
killed. 

“Lawn  darts  are  not  toys  for  chil¬ 
dren.  Parents  should  not  allow  chil¬ 
dren  to  play  with  lawn  darts,”  said 
Commissioner  Carol  Dawson. 


The  only  actual  toys  on  her  danger 
list  were  skateboards  —  which  have 
been  associated  with  more  than 
50,000  injuries  in  recent  years,  she 
said. 

Parents  should  select  simple 
boards  based  on  the  abilites  of  the 
child,  Graham  said,  and  should  make 
sure  the  youngster  uses  a  helmet, 
gloves  and  padding  to  lessen  injuries 
in  falls. 

Dawson  also  emphasized  several 
potential  hazards  including  crib  toys, 
choking  hazards  and  age  labeling. 

The  commission  has  a  pair  of  book¬ 
lets  entitled  “Which  toy  for  Which 
Child,”  that  are  available  at  no  charge 
by  writing  to  the  Consumer  Product 
Safetv  Commission,  Washington, 
I). C.  20207. 

One  booklet  is  aimed  a  toys  for  chil¬ 
dren  through  age  5,  the  other  for 
those  aged  6  through  12.

LINCOLN,  Neb.  (AP)  —  Okla¬ 
homa  is  heading  to  the  Orange  Bowl 
for  the  fourth  straight  year,  and 
Southern  California  upset  UCLA 
Saturday  for  a  trip  to  the  Rose  Bowl 
on  New  Year’s  Day. 

The  No.  2-ranked  Sooners  renewed 
their  claim  to  the  No.  1  spot  it  lost  last 
week  to  Nebraska,  beating  the  Corn- 
huskers  17-7  Saturday  for  the  Big 
Eight  title  and  a  spot  in  the  Orange 
Bowl  against  No.  3  Miami  in  a  possi¬ 
ble  showdown  for  the  national  cham¬ 
pionship. 

The  victory  gave  the  Sooners  an 
1 1-0  record  and  extended  the  nation’s 
longest  winning  streak  to  20  games. 

Nebraska,  9-1,  will  play  in  the  Fi¬ 
esta  Bowl  on  Jan.  1  against  Florida 
State. 

Rodney  Peete  threw  a  pair  of 
fourth-quarter  touchdown  passes  as 
underdog  Southern  Cal  rallied  to  beat 
crosstown  rival  UCLA  17-13  and  earn 
the  Rose  Bowl  bearth  against  Big  Ten 
champion  Michigan  State. 

Both  the  Trojans,  8-3,  and  the  fifth- 
ranked  Bruins  finished  with  7-1 
Pacific-10  Conference  records,  but 
Southern  Cal  earned  the  Rose  Bowl 
bid  by  virtue  of  its  win  over  UCLA. 

In  the  first  game  of  the  season,  the 
Spartans  beat  USC  27-13  at  home. 

UCLA  will  play  in  the  Aloha  Bowl 
in  Honolulu  against  Florida,  5-4. 

The  Sugar  Bowl  confirmed  an  open 


secret  on  Saturday  and  picked  sixth- 
ranked  Syracuse  to  meet  the  South¬ 
eastern  Conference  champion  in  the 
New  Year’s  Day  classic. 

Syracuse  was  undefeated  going 
into  its  final  game  of  the  season  Satur¬ 
day  night  against  West  Virginia. 

The  host  team  will  not  be  decided 
for  another  week.  Auburn,  8-1-1  and 
ranked  No.  10,  meets  No.  17  Ala¬ 
bama,  7-3,  on  Nov.  28  in  the  game 
that  will  decided  the  SEC  title. 

Auburn,  with  a  conference  tie, 
leads  Alabama  and  No.9  Louisiana 
State  University,  each  of  which  has  a 
conference  loss. 

Syracuse  met  LSU  in  the  Sugar 
Bowl  in  1965,  bowing  13-10  after  hold¬ 
ing  a  10-0  lead. 

Notre  Dame  accepted  an  invitation 
to  play  in  the  Cotton  Bowl  New 
Year’s' Day  against  the  winner  of  the 
Texas-Texas  A&M  Southwest  Con¬ 
ference  game  on  Thanksgiving  after¬ 
noon. 

The  seventh  ranked  Irish  suffered 
their  second  defeat  of  the  season  Sat¬ 
urday  against  Penn  State,  21-20,  and 
dropped  to  8-2. 

Defending  national  champion  Penn 
State  accepted  an  invitation  to  the 
Citrus  Bowl  in  Orlando,  Fla.,  where 
the  Nittany  Lions  will  meet  Clemson 
New  Year’s  Day. 

This  will  be  the  19th  bowl  appear¬ 
ance  for  Penn  State  since  Joe  Paterno 


became  head  coach  in  1966.  The  Lions 
are  12-5-1. 

Indiana’s  Hoosiers,  ending  the  reg¬ 
ular  season  with  an  emotional  35-14 
victory  over  Purdue,  regained  pos¬ 
session  of  the  Old  Oaken  Bucket  and 
celebrated  with  an  invitation  to  the 
Jan.  2  Peach  Bowl  against  Tennessee.

If  a  Most  Valuable  Player  award  would  have  been  given 
at  the  BYU  women’s  volleyball  matches  this  past  week¬ 
end,  it  would  have  gone  to  the  entire  Cougar  team  as  it 
clinched  its  14th  conference  title  and  earned  rights  to 
continue  NCAA  play  by  defeating  the  University  of  New 
Mexico  and  New  Mexico  State  in  the  Smith  Fieldhouse. 

“Everyone  played  so  well,  I  hardly  know  who  to  pick 
out  as  having  a  goad  game,”  BYU’s  Head  Coach  Elaine 
Michaelis  said  after  Saturday  night’s  yiefory  over  New 
Mexico  State.  “Our  %as  clesei’-ved  ’to  see;  them  play  the 
way  they  play  in  practice.” 

The  Cougars  downed  New  Mexico  St.  in  three  game 
scores  of  15-6,  15-10,  15-8.  The  six  BYU  seniors  playing 
their  last  conference  home  game  did  so  in  style. 

Senior  setter  Maikki  Salmi  ended  the  match  with  four 
kills  (a  .667  hitting  percentage),  43  assists,  two  digs,  and 
five  blocks.  “I  thought  Maikki  had  a  great  night  tonight,” 
said  Michaelis.  “She  served  well,  had  some  beautiful 
blocks  and  dumps  and  set  a  super  game.” 

Senior  middle  blocker/outside  hitter  Diane  Campbell 
added  five  kills  (a  .308  hitting  percentage),  one  service 
ace,  two  digs  and  four  blocks.  Vickie  Solomon  ended  her 
last  conference  home  game  with  five  kills,  five  digs  and 
two  blocks  while  Vonda  Skousen  added  four  digs.  Defen¬ 
sive  specialists  Corinne  Russell  and  Kathy  Higbee  put  in 
some  good  playing  time  on  the  back  row. 

“I  thought  Vonda,  Corinne  and  Kathy,  our  defensive 
specialists,  played  really  well,”  said  Michaelis.  “I  don’t 
think  they  missed  a  pass  all  game,  and  they  dug  the  ball 
well.  Overall,  our  seniors  did  a  nice  job.” 

Freshman  middle  blocker/outside  hitter  Marinda  Gor¬ 
bahn  had  nine  kills  (a  .533  hitting  percentage),  one  service 
ace  and  four  blocks.  Junior  middle  blocker  Dylann  Duncan 
hit  .409  and  had  three  service  aces  while  junior  outside 
hitter  Jill  Plumb  hit  .423  and  had  15  kills. 


In  addition  to  receiving  individual  team  awards,  the 
seniors  and  remaining  team,  members  were  given  roses 
from  the  “Unofficial  BYU  Women’s  Volleyball  Pep 
Squad.” 

“The  team  wants  to  extend  a  special  thanks  to  the  guys 
that  brought  the  roses,”  said  Michaelis.  “Our  student  fans 
have  provided  us  with  a  lot  of  support  this  season  and  it  is 
appreciated.” 

On  Friday  night,  the  Cougars  walked  away  with  a  win 
over  the  University  of  New  Mexico  with  scores  of  15-11. 
15-9,  and  17-15. 

“UNM  played  better  tonight  that  they  did  at  home  last 
week,”  said  Michaelis.  “They  ran  their  middle  well  and 
got  some  nice  hits.” 

Plumb  led  the  Cougars  and  ended  with  19  kills  (a  .552 
hitting  percentage),  one  service  ace  and  seven  digs.  "I 
thought  Jill  was  really  intense  tonight,”  said  Michaelis. 

Fighting  a  hindering  leg  injury,  Campbell  had  an  ex¬ 
ceptional  match  ending  with  10  kills  (a  .412  hitting  per¬ 
centage),  six  blocks,  and  three  digs.  “I  think  she  s  learn¬ 
ing  to  play  with  the  pain  and  is  playing  better,”  said 
Michaelis. 

The  coach  also  praised  the  efforts  of  sophomore  outside 
hitter  Jan  Giles.  “I  thought  Jan  had  the  best  game  that 
I’ve  seen  her  play  tonight,”  Michaelis  said.  “She  passed 
well  and  had  some  good  digs.”  In  the  court  time  she  had, 
Giles  had  four  digs,  three  blocks  and  one  kill. 

The  Cougars  finished  their  conference  season  at  11-1 
and  are  30-4  overall.  They  will  travel  to  Arizona  this  week 
to  plav  Arizona  State  and  the  University  of  Arizona  and 
hope  to  host  a  first-round  NCAA  tournament  game  on 
Dec.  5. 

Several  school  records  were  set  this  season  by  team 
members.  Plumb  registered  1,253  kills,  breaking  the  pre¬ 
vious  record  of  1,170  held  by  Raelvnn  Hoglund.  Duncan 
set  the  record  for  block  assists  with  543  and  the  record  for 
total  blocks  with  658.  The  record  for  most  digs  was  broken 
by  Vickie  Solomon  with  637. 


Wyoming  beats  UTEP,  37-13

“I’m  just  an  old  guy  who  was  bump¬ 
ing  along  and  found  a  bunch  of  kids 
that  looked  like  they  needed  some¬ 
body  to  give  them  a  little  continuity,” 
the  '60-year-old  Roach  insisted  Satur¬ 
day  after  the  Cowboys’  37-13  victory 
at  Texas-El  Paso  which  clinched  the 
Western  Athletic  Conference  title 
and  a  Holiday  Bowl  berth. 

His  players  feel  otherwise.  “He’s 
an  unbelievable  guy,”  said  senior  run¬ 
ning  back  Gerald  Abraham,  who 
broke  Wyoming’s  single-season  rush¬ 
ing  record  with  his  145  yards  Satur¬ 
day,  giving  him  a  total  1,184.  “I’ve 


never  been  coached  like  this.  He's  re¬ 
laxed.  He  has  confidence  in  us.  And 
when  you  see  that  on  the  sideline,  you 
know  you’re  going  to  be  OK.” 

Elsewhere  in  the  WAC  Saturday, 
San  Diego  State  whipped  winless 
New  Mexico  53-30  in  San  Diego,  and 
Colorado  State  bowed  to  Southwest¬ 
ern  Louisiana  35-28  in  a  non-league 
game  on  the  road. 

Dee  Dowis  set  an  NCAA  rushing 
record  and  Steve  Yarbrough  kicked  a 
36-yard  field  goal  with  12  seconds  left 
as  Air  Force  shaded  Hawaii.  Dowis’ 
73  yards  gave  him  1,315,  bettering 
the'  NCAA  single-season  rushing 
record  bv  a  quarterback  of  1,300 
yards  set  by  Tampa’s  Freddie 
Solomon  in  1974.  Dowis,  a  sopho¬ 


more,  also  eclipsed  the  school  single¬ 
season  rushing  record  of  1,276  set  by 
Brian  Bream  in  1970. 

Dowis  also  threw  two  touchdown 
passes,  offsetting  two  TD  throws  by 
Hawaii’s  Warren  Jones. 

Elsewhere,  Nebraska  lost  to  Okla- 
hom  17-7,  Miami  beat  Toledo  24-14, 
UCLA  was  edged  by  USC  17-13, 
Syracuse  beat  West  Virginia  32-31, 
Notre  Dame  lost  to  Penn  State  21-20 
and  Clemson  lost  to  South  Carolina 
20-7.  Louisiana  State  beat  Tulane  41- 
36,  Michigan  St.  beat  Wisconsin  30-9, 
Oklahoma  St.  beat  Iowa  St.  48-27, 
Tennessee  beat  Kentucky  24-12  and 
Texas  A&M  beat  TCU  42-24. 

Pittsburgh  beat  Kent  State  28-5 
and  Indiana  beat  Purdue  35-14.

BYU  wins  atypical  game  against  Utah

BYU  beat  Utah  again  —  another 
typical. ending  for  the  annual  in-state 
rivalry. 

"However,  the  21-18  scofe  wasn’t 
typical  or  expected.  According  to 
BYU  reserve  quarterback  Bob 
Jensen,  whose  42-yard  run  set  up  the 
winning  field  goal,  “A  lot  of  things 
weren’t  going  right  —  we  were  really 
struggling  out  there  and  we’ve  got  to 
give  Utah  credit.  We  might  have 
taken  them  a  little  bit  too  lightly.  I 
think  we  were  favored  by  21  points 
and  maybe  that  went  to  our  heads  a 
little  bit.” 

BYU  wide  receiver  Chuck  Cutler 
said  that  the  Utah  team  surprised 
him.  “I  didn’t  think  they  had  much 
defense  from  what  I  saw  on  the  films 
and  stuff  but  they  sure  played  us 
tough.  They  were  excited.  Emotion 
did  a  lot  for  them.” 

Aside  from  the  close  score,  another 
unexpected  event  occurred.  With 
2:13  left  in  the  third  quarter  BYU 
quarterback  Sean  Covey  was 
knocked  unconscious  after  being  hit 
by  a  Ute  defender. 

Covey,  who  was  taken  from  the 
field  by  ambulance,  suffered  a  concus¬ 
sion. 

Jensen,  who  began  the  year  as 
starting  quarterback,  replaced  Covey 
and  after  the  Utes  tied  the  score,  he 
marched  the  Cougars  up  the  field  to 
put  BYU  within  field  goal  range  to 


win  the  game. 

BYU  Head  Coach  LaVell  Edwards 
said  he  was  pleased  with  Jensen’s  per¬ 
formance.  “I  thought  Bob  Jensen 
came  in  and  did  an  excellent  job.  It 
hasn’t  been  easy  for  Bob  the  last  four 
or  five  weeks. 

“Ironically  1  was  just  talking  to  Bob 
yesterday  about  the  fact  that  I  appre¬ 
ciated  the  way  he  has  kept  himself 
ready  to  play  —  and  that  he’s  got  to  be 
ready  to  play  because  there  is  no 
question  in  my  mind  that  he’s  going  to 
be  playing  again  sometime  —  but  I 
didn’t  think  it  was  going  to  be  this 
quick.  But  it  was  and  he  came  in  and 
he  did  a  great  job,”  said  Edwards. 

Jensen  said  it  hasn’t  been  easy  to  be 
second  string.  “It’s  almost  harder  be¬ 
ing  the  second  guy  than  it  is  being  the 
first  guy  because  you  never  know 
when  you’re  going  in  and  to  be  men¬ 
tally  prepared  is  very  hard  because 
you’re  only  one  play  away  from  being 
in  the  game  and  so  you’ve  got  to  be 
ready. 

“I  didn’t  do  a  lot  of  great  things  but 
I  got  us  some  important  first  downs 
and  got  a  field  goal  and  I  was  able  to 
contribute  to  the  win  and  I’m  happy 
about  that.” 

Jensen  said  it  has  been  very  tough 
these  last  few  weeks  since  losing  his 
starting  role  to  Covey. 

“It’s  been  very  frustrating  for  me. 
One  week  you’re  right  in  the  center  of 
the  action  and  contributing  to  the 
team  and  the  next  week  it’s  almost 
like  you’re  not  a  part  of  it  anymore 


and  it’s  really  difficult  to  hang  in 
there.  I’ve  had  a  lot  of  mixed  feel¬ 


ings.” 

And  although  he  didn’t  like  the  cir¬ 
cumstances  in  which  he  went  in’  to 
play,  he  said  he  was  happy  he  could 
contribute  to  the  win. 

That  win,  however,  was  not  easily 
come  by.  Utah  put  the  first  points  on 
the  scoreboard  after  Covey’s  pass 
was  intercepted  by  Utah’s  Clarence 
Fields  and  returned  to  the  BYU  49- 
yard  line.  On  the  next  play  of  the 
game,  Ute  quarterback  Chris  Men- 
donca  completed  a  49-yard  pass  to 
running  back  Cliff  Smith  for  the 
touchdown.  Utah  kicker  Scott  Leiber 
connected  for  the  PAT  to  give  the 
Utes  a  7-0  lead. 

However,  during  the  Cougar’s  next 
possession,  they  went  73  yards  in  10 
plays,  and  BYU  halfback  Mike 
O’Brien  took  a  hand  off  from  Covey  to 
run  the  ball  into  the  end  zone  for  six. 
BYU  kicker  Leonard  Chitt.v  missed 
the  PAT  to  break  his  string  of  43  con¬ 
secutive  PATs. 

Then  during  the  first  series  of  the 
second  quarter,  Leiber  booted  a  47- 
yard  field  goal  to  give  the  Utes  a  10-6 
lead. 

On  the  Cougar’s  next  possession, 
Covey  threw  a  50-yard  pass  to  BYU 
wide  receiver  David  Miles  to  give 
BYU  its  first  lead  of  the  game,  12-10. 
Covey’s  two-point  conversion  at¬ 
tempt  failed. 

An  intercepted  Mendonca  pass  in 
the  third  quarter  by  BYU’s  corner- 


back  Rodney  Thomas  added  another 
six  points  to  the  Cougar’s  score  as 
Thomas  returned  the  ball  20  yards  for 
a  touchdown.  A  Covey  pass  to  Miles 
failed,  and  the  Cougars  led  18-10. 

Utah  tied  the  score  however,  a 
roughing  the  kicker  penalty  was  as¬ 
sessed  to  BYU  and  the  Utes  were 
given  the  ball  on  the  3-yard  line. 
Three  plays  later  Mendonca  ran  in  to 
score.  Ute  reserve  quarterback  Scott 
Mitchell  completed  a  pass  to  tight  end 
Dennis  Smith  to  give  the  Utes  18 
points. 

The  final  scoring  in  the  game  was  a 
34-yard  field  goal  by  BYU’s  Chitty 
that  was  set  up  by  Jensen’s  42-yard

She  replied,  “In  Ireland 
you  need  to  show  your  face  and  let 
them  know  you  are  still  around  so 
they  don’t  forget  who  you  are  in  case 
they  field  an  Olympic  team.” 

Although  she  wins  a  lot  of  races  in 
Ireland,  she  says  her  times  are  never 
as  impressive  there.  “The  times  I  run 
are  good  for  Iiish  standards,  but  not 
up  to  how  well  I  know  I  can  run,”  said 
Mullen. 

The  weather  plays  a  factor  in  com¬ 
paring  the  race  times.  “We  always 
have  to  battle  the  elements.  It’s  al¬ 
ways  windy  and  rainy.  There’s  often  a 
head  wind.  These  add  up  in  seconds,” 
said  Mullen.  “In  America  you  can 
have  perfect  weather,  in  Ireland  the 
conditions  are  never  perfect  for  run¬ 
ning.” 

Mullen  was  a  little  wary  of  mem¬ 
bers  of  The  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of 
Latter-day  Saints  before  coming  to 
BYU.  “The  only  Mormons  we  knew 
were  the  tall  blonds  who  always  wore 
suits.  They  looked  kind  of  out  of  place 
when  everyone  else  was  wearing 
Levis,”  said  Mullen.  She  said  she  has 
found  Latter-day  Saints  to  be  quite 
normal  people. 

Mullen  received  scholarship  infor¬ 
mation  from  quite  a  few  schools. 

Shane  was  given  her  name  by  a  cou¬ 
ple  of  the  Irish  women  on  the  team. 
He  called  her  coach  and  convinced 
them  that  this  was  the  place  for  Mul¬ 
len.  She_  knew  a  few  women  from 
other  schools  who  were  running  for 
BYU,  and  decided  if  they  could  do  it, 
so  could  she. 

Shane  is  pleased  that  Mullen  de¬ 
cided  to  run  for  BYU,  and  said  she 
often  doesn’t  get  the  credit  she  de¬ 
serves.  Shane  said,  “Noeleen  doesn’t 
often  get  the  recognition  she  de¬ 
serves.  She  has  had  to  run  in  Angela’s 
(teammate  Angela  Cook’s)  shadow. 
She  hasn’t  been  able  to  run  as  well  as 
she  would  like  to.” 

Mullen  has  done  well  for  BYU. 
Last  year  she  won  the  All-American 
award  for  running  the  third  leg  on 
BYU’s  third  place  3200m  relay  team 
and  she  was  on  the  All-HCAC  Cross 
Country  Team. 

This  year  Mullen  took  fifth  at  the 
BYU  Autumn  Classic  and  finished 
third  at  the  HCAC/NCAA  Region  7 
meet,  qualifying  for  nationals.  Today 
she  and  Cook  are  participating  in  the 
national  meet  at  Charlottesville,  Va.

INDIANAPOLIS  (AP)  —  Indiana  Coach  Bob  Knight, 
embroiled  in  another  incident  caused  by  his  uncontrollable 
temper,  admitted  he  was  wrong  in  ordering  his  team  to 
forfeit  its  exhibition  basketball  game  to  the  Soviet  Union. 

Knight  pulled  the  Hoosiers  off  the  floor  with  15:05  re¬ 
maining  in  Saturday’s  game  after  he  was  ejected  following 
his  third  technical  foul. 

“I  apologize  to  our  fans  for  what  should  have  been  a  good 
evening ...  a  chance  to  see  our  players  play,”  Knight  said  in 
remarks  taped  after  the  game. 

The  show  was  to  be  broadcast  by  WTTV  and  other 
Indiana  stations  Sunday  night.  Knight  allowed  Bob  Ham- 
mel,  sports  editor  of  The  Herald-Telephone  in  Blooming¬ 
ton,  to  attend  the  taping.  Hammel’s  report  on  the  program 
was  published  in  Sunday’s  editions  of  the  newspaper. 

The  Soviets,  helped  by  six  free  throws  following  the 
three  technicals  against  Knight,  were  leading  66-43  when 
the  Hoosiers  followed  their  coach  into  the  dressing  room. 
Knight  refused  to  be  interviewed  after  the  game  or  make 
his  players  available  for  interviews.  The  Soviet  team  and 
coach  also  declined  comment. 

“I  had  said  publicly  that  winning  the  game  wasn’t  impor¬ 
tant  to  me,”  Knight  said  during  his  show.  “I  didn’t  think  it 
was  a  game  we  could  have  won  under  any  circumstances.  I 
think  the  Russians  played  much  better  than  we  did. 


“As  far  as  taking  the  team  off  the  floor  —  there  are 
things  I  wish  I  could  do  over  again.  That  is  one  of  them.  ” 

Knight,  convicted  of  hitting  a  Puerto  Rico  police  officer 
during  an  incident  at  the  1979  Pan  American  Games  and 
disciplined  after  throwing  a  chair  onto  the  floor  at  a  Pur- 
due-Indiana  game  during  the  1984-85  season,  explained 
that  the  latest  incident  began  over  a  dispute  involving  a 
rule  interpretation. 

“I’m  not  sure  that  even  people  who  saw  it  (the  incident) 
would  understand,  but  I’ll  be  glad  to  try  to  explain,” 
Knight  said.  “I  don’t  think  I  was  right  in  what  I  did.” 

Knight,  who  coached  the  U.S.  Men’s  Basketball  Team 
to  a  gold  medal  in  the  1984  Olympics,  which  the  Soviets 
boycotted,  said  last  week  that  he  didn’t  understand  why 
U.S.  officials  “can  let  them  (the  Soviets)  use  this  (U.S. 
tour)  as  a  training  ground  when  we’re  going  to  have  to 
play  them  next  year  in  Seoul  (in  the  Olympics).” 

Indiana,  the  defending  NCAA  champion,  trailed  the 
entire  game  but  rallied  from  13  points  back  to  within  five 
early  in  the  second  half. 

The  Soviets  outscored  Indiana  20-2  after  that,  including 
11  free  throws  by  Sharunas  Marchulenis  —  with  six  fol¬ 
lowing  the  three  technicals. 

After  the  third  technical,  Knight  said  that  if  he  had  to 
go,  so  would  his  team.
